ATTENDANCE IT UNI DINING ROOM 

NOT IS SATISFACTORY IS MIGHT BE 

— — ____ ___ 

A few days ago McOill Daily had occasion to complain of the poor attendance of members 
of the student body at the dining room of the Students' Union, a building devoted to the interests 
of undergraduates and erected by Sir William Macdonald, with a view to providing a suitable 
social centre for those in attendance at the University. The appeal for more liberal patronage of 
the dining room, whether because of its lack of force or by reason of the apathy of undergradu- 
ate!, seemingly has had little effect upon the sta' e of affairs of which complaint was made. It is 
true that there has been a slight increase in the number of students who are in the habit of eating 
their mid-day meal at their own clubhouse, but this increase has not been large enough to warrant 
the situation being referred to as satisfactory. Actual figures show that within the last few days 

r ' bar of men in attendance at the dining room has been in the neighborhood of 176, a show- 
ing which does little credit to a student body of approximately 800 males, the great majority of 
whom have three meak a day in restaurants or other eating-places in the neighborhood of the Uni- 
versity. To cover actual expenditure it is essential that at least 300 meals be served in the Union 
dining room every day, and this does not seem too much to ask of so large a number of under- 
graduates. 

Perhaps it is not recognized by students that not only are meals served on the table d'hote 
plan, but also that they may be secured a la carte, which often finds more favour with students 
especially at breakfast time. It seems inexplicable that students Who reside in the vicinity of 
the University will prefer to walk down town for their meals when they can secure them within 
a much shorter distance at more reasonable rates. University professors are regular attendants 
at the Union dining room, and are strong in the'r praises of the catering. Indeed, there have only 
been a few individual complaints since the session opened, and these have been immediately rec 
tified. Never before has such a meal been served at the Union a,t such reasonable rates as are 
now in force. Few other colleges which maintain eating-places for students have cause to com 
plain of non-support.

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The initial meeting of the Literary 
and Debating Society and Canadian 
Club, which was held last night at 
Strathcona Hull, was most enjoyable 
and successful In every way. Every 
body present agreed that never since 
the days of the Mock Parliament has 
such enthusiasm been shown at a 
meeting of this nature. 

The assembly was called to order 
sharp to time by the president, D. C. 
Hyde. In a brief address the chair- 
man pointed out the importance of 
the Society, and impressed upon the 
very large nmltence present the de- 
sirability of attainting the future 
meetings which were to be held twice 
i month. 

The suggestion to arrange a debate 
with the Delta Sigma Society of R. 
V. C. was referred to the commit- 
tee. 

It. J. Clarke then introduced the 
resolution, namely, "We are resolved 
that the Government of Ontario Is 
morally Justified In the course which 
It has pursued with regard to the 
French schools." The speaker traced 
the history of the question, and show- 
,d that where the French people were 
In the majority In Ontario previously 
to the passing of the law, the French 
unguage hud been the only educa- 
tional language, and English was ex- 
cluded. Inasmuch as Canada was a 
cosmopolitan country, Mr. Clarke 
thought it was necessary to stamp out 
the different languages to prevent the 
formation of Independent states. Cnn- 
ida will never be a French country, 
o that absolute knowledge of French 
nnguage was not necessary. 

In a short, forceful, address O. U. 
Bourke, '17, seconded the resolution, 
lie explained very carefully Art. 17. 
which says that after the first form 
-u\ jo aXunauni atij oq USRSntpj 
struct ion except for those children 
coming from Quebec, who could take 
French until they became proficient in 
Kngllsh. Mr. Bourkt took the oppor- 
tunity to point out that much of the 
bitter feeling had been caused by the 
papers of Ontario misrepresenting the 
feelings of the French people, and 
brought up as nn example of their 
true sentiments, the case where many 
Influential Roman Catholics had ask- 
ed that English be taught as the lan- 
guage of instruction In order that 
their fellow-countrymen could reap 
the benefits and advantages to be de- 
rived from a knowledge of the Eng- 
lish language. 

It. Benjamin, the first speaker foi 
the negative side, corrected the prev- 
ious speaker's Interpretation of Arti 
cle 17, saying that as corrected it dit 
away with the French language alto 
gether. This gentleman was very elo 
quent, and rhetorical in discussing th 
ethical side of the question. He be 
Ueved that It was a gross Infringi 
ment of the personal liberties of th 
French people, and drew nn analo? 
between the case of the French Can 
adlans and the peoples of India. In 
India each tribe Is permitted to keep 
Its own dialect. 

This gentleman was followed by P. 
A. O. Clarke, who mentioned the 
meeting between the representatives 
of the French nnd English Govern- 
ments at London, held for the purpose 
of cementing these two races. Inas- 
much the Ontario Government's ac- 
tion was cnuslng grave racial differ- 
ences, which the speaker thought 
would never be cleared sway, this ac- 
tion was directly opposed to the spirit

DR. HUT OERTEL 



'The Relations of Embryology 
to Pathology" Subject of In- 
teresting Address. 



"The Relations of Embryology to 
Pathology" was the subject of the ad- 
dress .lelUered last evening befure 
the Medical Society by Dr. Hurst Oer- 
tsl, pathologist of the Royal Victoria 
Hospital. Dr. Oertel opened his ad- 
dress by statin:- that he had two ob- 
jects in view: to impress the Import- 
ance of pre-medical science and to 
put forward some moderate views on 
the subject. Prof. Minor, of Harvard, 
was quoted by the speaker. Dr. Car- 
tel's address In part was as follows: 
Embryology is at the basis of patholo- 
gv, To understand end products we 
.must first know the history. Patho- 
logical processes lead to changes In 
normal tissue, We must not study 
the changes so much as w'iat the 
Changes lead to. The relation in fin- 
ished form is Formal Genesis. Of 
this there aro two groups, one aver- 
rant rests. These are dislocated parts 
and therefore do not develop at once, 
but later as tumours. The second is 
faulty development, in which the or- 
gans m.iy not develop or only in part, 
and therefore give rise to pathologi- 
cal structures. This is exemplified In 
the heart as well. 

The Becond group is Histogenesis 
and Organogenesis. Histogenesis: (1) 
growth and differentiation. In these 
conditions the embryonic and patholo- 
gical cells closely resemble -»ach oth- 
er. The more highly developed the tis- 
sue the more'its pathological growth 
resembles the parent structure, while 
the lower the ty»>e of tissue the more 
varied is the pathological picture. (2) 
Atrophy and Degeneration: These be- 
gin in the embryo and atrophy, de- 
generation, Inflammation nnd necro- 
sis occur In o t tl-natal life (a man 
begins to die UK soon as he is born). 
Even arterio-sclerosis and endarteri- 
tis obliterans occur in the embryo. The 
removal of the Wolflan body Is a typi- 
cal haemorrhaglc Infiltrative destruc- 
tive degeneration of tissue. We Judge 
the pathological process by the end 
results, not by the course of process 
Involved In its development. 

Organogenesis. The development of 
an organ. There Is no definite stable 
type of organ as -r constant regres- 
sive and progressive process ii' going 
on. In normal organs these arc bal- 
anced. Should this balance be upset 
we get w>thologlcal nrgnns. The dif- 
ferent organs are related in two ways: 
(1) as regards the harmonious action, 
exemplified by the heart and lungs, 
liver nnd kidney; (2) the antagonistic 
action, ss seen in the destruction of 
the Wolfinn body as the genital gland 
develops. The organ Interaction of the 
embryo both good and bad Is contin- 
ued In post-natal life, as seen In the 
secretions of the ductless glands, the 
harmonious action of the thymus an- 
thyrold and the antagonistic action of 
the thymus and adrenal. Under the 
discoveries of bacteriology we may 
soon he able to explain these actions. 
We arrive at the inevitable conclusion 
that health and dslease as wet las life 
that health and disease as well ss life 
and death nro not antitheses, but that 
all are Immediately related phenomena 
of life. 

A resolution of condolence was pass- 
ed In the death of Lieut. W. H. Gor- 
don, this to he conveyed to Dr. A. 
11. Gordon. A motion was also car- 
ried'regnrdlng the helping of the Mc- 
Gill Medical Society now in existence 
at the McGill General Hospital In 
France. It was derid#tl to postpone 
the date of the Medics] Dinner until 
after the posting of the results of 
the Fifth Year examinations. K. 
Tremble. '20, entertained the Society 
with a number of Interesting sketches. 
A case report was then presented, and 
« warm discussion resulted.

of the above mentioned conference. 
Heretofore the practice of the British 
Government was never to coerce a 
conquered country. Yet Ontario per- 
mitted Ifrench to be taught only one 
hour per day, and «ave tlerman n free 
hand. Mr. Clarke seemed to feel that 
there waa the thought of the French 
people getting absolute power In the 
minds of the English legislators 

Thn meeting was hereupon thrown 
open to a general discussion. 

John Levy, '19, led off. Ills re- 
marks were In the nature of crltlclsmn 
of the previous speakers. He was fol- 
lowed by N. VIneberg, '20, who took 
objection to the previous speaker's 
general and sweeping statements. This 
gentleman also referred to the fact 
that the I'rlvy Council of England 
asked the Ontario Government not to 
enforce the rule too Btrongly. 

Variety was given to the meeting 
at this point by the Introduction of 
some Laval students. Mr. Renier was 
kind enough to address the gentlemen 
present, nnd In a very eloquent speech 
said he thought it was the desire of 
the English speaking people to do 
away with the French language en- 
tirely. His address brought forward 
an enthusiastic outburst of applause. 

V. S. Green then favored the meet- 
ing with a witty speech. 

The friendly spirit which permeat- 
ed the meeting seemed to encourage 
many of the audience to rise to their 
feet. The discussion was both lively 
and enjoyable, and upon Its termina- 
tion the gentlemen present, who vot- 
ed sole\v on the merits of the case as 
shown by the arguments, decided that 
they were against the resolution by 
a two-thirds majority. 

As the Ice cream was now ready, all 
discussion ceased while the audience 
partook of the refreshments which 
were served In most generous helpings. 

Before the meeting adjourned, mem- 
bers of the audience publicly express- 
ed their appreciation for the way the 
president had conducted the very suc- 
cessful meeting, the Society for pro- 
viding a really enjoyahle nnd enter- 
taining evening, nnd sympathised with 
those gentlemen who were unable to 
be present.

First of all, obtain u miner's certificate, from the Department in Quebec 
or from the nearest agent. The price of this certificate Is $10.00, and it l.> 
valid until the first of January following. This certificate gives the right to 
prospect on public lands und on private lands, on which the mineral rights be- 
long to tho Crown. 

The holder of the certificate may stake mining claims to the extent of 200 

WORKING CONDITIONS. 

During the first six months following the staking of the claim, work on it 
m uBt he performed to the extent of ut least twenty-five days of eight hours. 

SIX MONTHS AFTER STAKING. 

At the expiration of six months from tho dato of tho staking, the pros 
oector, to retuln hia rights, must tuke out a mining license. 

MINING LICENSE. 

The mining license may cover 40 to iuu utres In unsurveyed territory. 
The Pi" lce of this license 18 Vit1 -y Cents an acre per year, and a fee ;>t $10.00 
on issue. It Is valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during Ihe year work has been performed to the 
extent of at least twenty-flvo days' labor on each forty acres.
